Clarification 

Due to reasons internal to the USPTO, this application has been reassigned. 
Oath/Declaration 

The objection to the oath/declaration, outlined in the previous Office Action, is 
withdrawn. The objection is improper. 

Specification 

The objections to the specification, outlined in the previous Office Action, have 
been overcome by applicant's amendment. The amendment clarifies the specification 
as suggested by the examiner. 

Claim Objections Withdrawn 

The objection to claim 1 1 , outlined in the previous Office Action, has been 
overcome by applicant's amendment. The amendment deletes reference to phenol and 
benzyl alcohol. 



112 Rejections Withdrawn, FIRST PARAGRAPH 
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The rejection of claim 10 under 35 USC 112, first paragraph, outlined in the 
previous Office Action, has been overcome by applicant's amendment. The 
amendment cancels the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112, FIRST PARAGRAPH, MAINTAINED 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

The rejection of claims 7-9 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, is maintained 
for reasons of record as failing to comply with the written description requirement. 
Applicant states in the remarks accompanying the amendment that claim 7 has been 
amended to remove reference to actinoid species. However, the claim has not, if fact, 
been amended in such a manner. (Compare the amendments to claims 1-6 and 13.) 

112 Rejections Withdrawn, SECOND PARAGRAPH 

The rejection of claims 1-7, 13 and 14 under 35 USC 112, second paragraph, 
outlined in the previous Office Action, has been overcome by applicant's amendment. 
The amendment clarifies the claim set as appropriate. 



102 Rejections Withdrawn 
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The rejection of claim 15 under 35 USC 102(b), outlined in the previous Office 
Action, has been overcome by applicant's amendment. The amendment cancels the 
claim. 

103 Rejections Withdrawn 

The rejection of claims 1-14 under 35 USC 103(a), outlined in the previous Office 
Action, is withdrawn. As applicant correctly points out, the rejection is predicated upon 
improper hindsight reasoning as well as factual misinterpretation of the prior art.
